Referred to the Arbitrary. 

The “unlawful practice’ to which the 
Attorney-General referred was the 
bridge arbitrary of 2 cents a ton on 
coal from within the 100-mile zone. 

The clash of eminent counsel came 
after a long discussion, before Judges 
Sanborn, Hook and Smith of the Fed-ral 
Circuit Court, on the final order to be 
adopted in the Supreme Court's decree 
against the Terminal. Judge Priest ob- 
jected to the idea of changing the terms 
of the contracts, which were drawn up 
between the Terminal and the railroads 
under the decree issued by Judge Trie- 
ber. The Supreme Court recently ¢ecitied 
that Judge Trieber did not have juris- 
diction, and the decree was remanded to 
the three Circuit Judges for a decision. 

Wickersham and Attorney EB. C. Crow, 
who has handled the Government’s case, 
maintained that the Government should 
have a hand in writing the agreement 
between the Terminal and the roads, 
and that the abolition of the arbitrary 
should be specified clearly. 

Priest, on the other hand, contended 
that the agreement was a matter of 
rate schedules, and that as it had al- 
ready been written under Judge Thie- 
ber’s decree, it would be a needless 
trouble and expense for the railroads to 
have to rewrite it. 

Crow Assails Priest Pian. 

“T held,’’ said Crow, “‘that when the 
Supreme Court said no arbitrary «harge 
must be made for traffic originating 
within the 100-mile zone that was hot 
made for traffic originating outside 
that zone, it meant to abolish the ar- 
bitrary within the 100-mile zone. 

“But, if the decree follows the plan 
of Judge Priest, the moment it is en- 
tered the roads will be doing exactly 
what the Supreme Court says they 
shall not do—they will be charging th: 
arbitrary on the traffic from within the 
zone, and not on that from without.”’ 

Crow said that while the Government 
would like to expedite matters in the en- 
tering of the decree, he would like to 
have an opportunity to take testimony, 
or present affidavits, to prove that the 
arbitrary still is charged within the 100- 
inile zone. He said also that the Gov- 
ernment would like to have a hand in 
preparing the decree to be delivered 
finally by the Court, instead of leaving 
the matter entirely In the hands of the 
railroads, as was done in the decree 
prepared by Judge Trieber.

Limantour a Diaz Power. 


Jose Yves Limantour, former Mexican 
Finance Minister, is considered one of 
Mexico’s ablest statesmen. About ten 
years ago it was commonly reported 
that the then President Diaz had se- 
lected him as his successor. For some 
years he was Diaz’s right-hand man. 
Limantour is a distinguished financial 
authority. He is about 60 years of age. 

Limantour first attracted Porfirio 
Diaz’s attention by his essays on eco- 
romic topics. His wealth and position 
were unquestioned and the profoundness 
of his education, his knowledge of the 
world through foreign travel and his 
legal ability were matters of common 
report. After satisfying himself that 
Limantour was the man the Diaz ad- 
ministration wanted; it was décided to 
take him into the official family. He 
soon became a power in the affairs of 
Mexico and was looked upon as the dom- 
inating power in Diaz's policies. 

The Constitution of Mexico requires 
that the Presidents all be nattve-born, 
but that point geemingly has been 
waived in nearly all the talk about Li- 
mantour becoming President.

Arthur Schnitzler’s Cynical Com- 
edy of a Futile Don Juan Is 
Cleverly Presented.

EFORE a large and distinguished 
R audience at the Wednesday Club 
Auditorium the Little Theater 
Company of Chicago began its first St. 
Louis engagement on Monday evening, 
presenting Arthur Schnitzler’s “Anatol” 
as its initial offering. 
This group of five amatory episodes 


dering young Viennese bachelor con- 
stitutes one of the successes of the 
present ‘season at Wintnrop Ames’ Lit- 
tle Theater in New York City, and is 
congenial to the spirit wkich animated 
Maurice Browne in organizing and di- 
recting the clever Chicago company for 
the purpose of giving intimate perform- 
ances of the most typical dramas of 
present and past times. 
The venture is of pecullar interest be- 
cause of the fact that it is utterly in- 
dependent of the commercial influences 
so potently shaping the effort of the 
present-day stage. Owing to this truth, 
Monday night’s audience was uncom- 
monly alert in its study of the Chicago 
organization’s achievement and distinct- 
ly curious to get the full savor of the 
five Anatol sketches, two of which have 
already been presented by The Players 
of this city. 
Anatol himself, played with the lightest 
of light-comedy touches by Mr. Browne, 
is the very essence of the modern ‘‘ad- 
vanced”’ school of cynical humor. 
He is a representative Don Juan of to- 
day, shorn of the romance which at- 
taches to his prototype, somewhat drab 
jin the color of his wickedness, and with 
‘enough of the cad in him to make him 
l{2lk with entire unreserve concerning 
his “‘conquests” of foolish women. 
This is your true decadent, more ana- 
lytical than passionate, more vain than 
ardently irrestistible, and always, in the 
final summing up, doubtful of his own 
rowers and weakly suspicious of the 


feminine ‘‘victims’’ of his lady-killing 
arts. 
Maurice Browne gives a very clear 


emphasis to this dominant Anatol note 
or futile self-conceit and of the self- 
Coubting which makes the conceit fu- 
tile. ‘His Anatol is quite plainly the An- 
atol of Arthur Schnitzler’s creative in- 
tent, a Lothario who would fain pose as 
an all-conquering smasher of women’s 
hearts, yet who knows in his own heart 
that he is not of the real mettle of 
which such men are made. 

The querulous fear of a secret rival af 
more compelling masculinity is always 
in his thought and’on his lips. It places 
an interrogation mark after each of his 
‘affairs.’”’ It makes him weakly quar- 
relsome with every woman who viclds 
to him. It setg a premature. blight on 
the fame for whi¢h_ his little soul is al- 
ways so strenuously, yet so ineffecti-vely 
striving—the fame of being an over- 
whelming master of mistresses.

Our Rev. Dr. Bitting has taken it upon himself 
to assure a Chicago audience that the recording 
angel is only a myth—that there is tro such 
angel.

HUMANE LEGISLATION. 
It is reported from Jefferson City that Demo- 


J cratic legislative leaders are inclined to abandon 


the attempt to pass a workingmen’s compens4- 
tion act this session on account of opposition 
from both workingmen and employers. 

We believe it would be a mistake on the part 
of the State Legislature not to adopt a fair com- 
pensation measure, Legislation of this kind has 
been postponed in Missouri too long. 

For nearly three years a representative com- 
mission has been working on the bill and the 
result, while it needs amendment in some par- 
ticulars, offers in the’main a good beginning 
of the humane system which places the burden 
of compensation for injuries to employes upon 
the industry and assures the injured workingman 
immediate expense money and compensation 
when he needs it most. 

It is not to be expected that there would not 
be opposition to any compensation act by some 
employers whose liability is established by 
it, and by some workingmen whose compen- 
setion is fixed by it. But compensation legisla- 
tion is based on a sound principle of humanity 
and on practical wisdom. its purpose is to stop 
the great waste of money now expended in litt- 
gation and divert a large part, if not all of it, 
into assured benefits for disabled workers and 


their dependents. 

The Legislature should not lose sight of the 
humane purpose of the bill. It should disregard 
the protests of the so-called “ambulance chasers” 
who insist that the rights of litiganfs must be 
preserved and of the legal “grave robbers” who 
cGemand that defenses of employers be unim- 
paired. The object of liability and compensation 
acts is to substitute compensation for litigation. 

The conditions of validation of notice from 
workingmen that the act is not accepted 
should be simplified. Perhaps the maximuin 
compensation.is low, but the immediate benefits 
accruing from it, in contrast with the uncertainty 
of long litigation, must be taken into consider- 
ation. : 

A similar act in New Jersey, although bitterly 
opposed in the Legislature, has given fair satis- 
faction and won universal praise for Gov. Wilson, 
who urged its adoption. Missouri should make 
a beginning. If the measure is not satisfactory, 
it can be amended in two years. 
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The filing of candidates is accompanied by 
rasping sounds in the partisan journals. 
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WHERE NOT TO BUILD IT. 

The erection in Forest Park of a clubhouse and 
gymnasium for the police would be incompatibie 
with the specific purposes with which the park 
is maintained. Surely Park Commissioner Davis 
would gladly promote all reasonable plans for the 
comfort and efficiency of the police, but he opposes 
this project. He lays down a correct policy in 
declaring that no private interest or city depart- 
ment should have a clubhouse in the park. 
Another tite should be found for it. To build 
it in the park will only occasion a more pro- 
longed controversy than that to which the Triple 
A has given rise. There should be no reserved 
privileges in the parks which all members of the 
public cannot enjoy on equal terms. 
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Mrs. Jenness-Miller, of whom the world has 
not heard much in late years, now looms up as 
e. suffrage leader. As an exponent of freedom 
for women she is pre-eminently fit. 
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RELIEF FOR SUBURBANITES. 
Probably one of the very first subjects to he 
brought to the attention of the new State utility 
board soon to be created is the suburban service 
given by St. Louis steam railroads. This traffic 
has been rapidly increasing in late years without 
material change in the inferior quality of the 
accommodations. “Improvement of the service’ 
was the assigned reason for the 10 per cent in- 
crease in commutation tickets last fall. So far 
improvement has been loqked for in vain. 

The suburbanite’s demand to be landed at gon- 
venient points in the downtown district is ren- 
sonable. Trains now penetrate to such points, 
but only preparatory to backing into the Eight- 
eenth street station, from which place most pas- 
sengers have to pay another fare to the traction 
company to get to their business. This is absurd. 

In no official has the authority been lodged 
heretofore to deal with such cases of hardship. 
The new board can give an object lesson of its 
usefulness by coming to the relief of the long- 
suffering St. Louis suburbanite. Possibly it ig 
not too late to deal with that arbitrary 10 per 
cent raise in fares.

GREEK INFLUENCE IN INDIA, 
From the Minneapolis Journal. 

Greece has been the light of the world 
as Israel has been the leaven. For 
Greek influence not only generated the) 
civilization of Rome and thence of the 
Cecident, but it penetrated across the 
deserts even into India, whence it sur- 
mounted the Himalayas and entered into 
China, into Japan. 

New evidences are confirming this. 
‘there are now on exhibition in Cam- 
tridge, Mass., fragments of Gandhara 
sculpture, which is Greco-Buddhist 
work. 

Alexander of Macedon on his invasion 
of India carried with him a nimber of 
Greek workmen, who settled in the 
Punjab. Their descendants kept the 
traditions of their fathers and employed 
their talents as sculptors in the service 
of the Buddhist priests who wished to 
aecorate their monasteries. Thes: crea- 
tions of the second century, 400 years 
after Alexander's time, influenced the 
religions out of the greater part of Asia, 
penetrating through China even to Ja- 
pan. 

Alexander left behind him Greek mon- 
archies that touched dndian thought vi- 
tally. As Greek thought supplied a sys- 
tem to Christianity, so it is now sus 
pected that it provided Buddhism with a 
method, or at least that Northern form 
of Buddhism which spread over Tibet, 
Mongolia, China and Japan. 

The Greeks created the science of 
thought, that is logic. And Asia caught 
at their suggestion. So that Alexander's 
conquests even more than has been con- 
sidered were important to the world, be- 
ing perhaps the most important sreat 
movement that ever occurred in history 
from the point of view of civilization.
